Mr. Odden is a 
native of Waco, Texas and has been travell- 
ing for three yeare, his arrival in Edmonton 
practically completing a journey around the 
world. © He left Johannesburg a week before 
Jameson’s raid, and says that when he was 
there, the reformers in the city were all well 
armed and he gathered from them that their 
intention at that time was to go out and 
assist Jameson. Every maa in Johannesburg 
carried a ‘‘six-shooter” and the Boers 
commonly carry their rifies as well where- 
ever they go. The feeling amongst the Uit- 
landers was at feyer heat against the Boer 
government when Mr. Odden was there, be- 
cause they had no voice whatever in public 
affairs and were not allowed to have schools 
in which their own language could be 
taught. The city of Johannesburg itself is 
a fine stone built town, and full of intense 
excitement continually in connection with 
the wonderful success of its mines, apart 
from the political agitation. 


Asx. MacponxaLD, one of Winnipeg’s 
ex-mayors and an old campaigner in Do- 
minion elections, came in on Monday’s 
train. Mr. Macdonald is on a tour of visits 
to his branch stores, and has just been 
through Southern Alberta, and Western 
Assiniboia. He is known in Manitoba asa 
keen and shrewd observer and as a politi- 
cian the opinions he forras of the prospects 
in any constitutercy he visits, carry con- 
siderable welght. In Southern Alberta Mr. 
Macdonald visited Lethbridge, Gleichen, 
Macleod and Calgary, and the feeling in all 
those places is that the time has come fora 
change in the administration of affairs in 
Canada. The liberals in Lethbridge are 
very active, and the liberal prospects there 
are excellent. The conservatives have not 
yet organized. At Macleod the conserva- 
tives have elected their officers and a work- 
ing committee, but the same feeling is cur- 
rent there as_at other places, that a change 
is desirable. In Calgary the “silent vote” 
is expected to go solid for the liberal, and 
leading men on the other side admit that it 
is ‘doubtful as to which side will win in 
Alberta.” In Banff, Canmore and other 
plaees in that section the cauvass which has 
been made is almost entirely in faver of the 
liberal candidate. Mr. Macdonald expresses 
it as his opinion that in Southern Alberta 
the prospects of the liberals are exceedingly 
bright and he expects the poll to prove that 
that they have won along the line there.

BY-LAW NO. 116. 


A By-Law to authorize the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton to subscribe for shares to 
the amount of $50,000.60 in the capital stock of 
the Edmonton District Railway Company. 

Whereas, a petition signed by at lecst three- 
fourths in number of the resident ratepayers of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, entitled to 
vote on by-laws requiring the assent of the electora, 
has been preeented to the Municipal Council of the 
sid Mun!-ipality for the ng and du: ratifica- 
tion of a by-law to au) norize the Municipality of the 
Town of Ejraonton to subscribe for shares to the 
amount of $50,000.00 in the capital stock of the 
Edmonton District Railway ; 

And Whereas, the said, thz Edmonton District 
Railway Company contempl.ss constructing, main- 
taining and operating a line of railway near to and 
within the Municipality, and the Municipality is, in 
the opinion of the Municipal Council, interested 
therein ; 

And Whereas, it is deemed expedient that the 
Municipality should subscribe for shares in the said, 
the Edmenton District Railway Company to an 
amount not exceeding $50,000,00, subject te such 
conditions to be agreed upon between the Munici- 
pality and the Company, pricr to such subscription 
as shall appear necessary and expedient to the 
Municipal Council for the protection of the interests - 
of the said Municipality ; 

And Whereas, for the purpose aforesaid, it is 
necessary to borrow the amount of the sum to be 
subscribed for, either in one sum or in several sums 
from time to time, as if becomes necessary to pay 
the calls upon the stock ; 

And Whereas, it isexpedient tiat the subscription 
moneys when raised shall be raised by the issue of 
debeatures aggregaiing the said sum of $50,000.99, 
parable in twenty years, bearing interest at the rate 
of six per cent. payable half yearly ; 

And Whereas, the amount of the whole rateabie 
property of the Municipality, accordidg to the last 
revised assessment roll, is $1,131,780.00 ; 

And Whereas, the total emeunt of the existing 
debt of the Municipality, outside of the debt due 
for the current expenses of the year, is $18,510.88, 
incurred for local improvements, and $30,955 incur- 
red for permanent improvements, making in the 
whole the sum of $49,465.88, whereof no part is 
in arrear ; 

And Whereas, it is expedient to provide for the 
paymert of the principal of the said debenturés by 
he creation of an equal yearly sinking fund ; 

And Whereas, the total amount to be raised an- 
nually by special rate for the pxying of the said 
debt, by means of a sinking fund as aforesaid, aud 
the interest thereon as aforesaid, is $4012.20 ; 

And Whereas, the annnal special raie on the 
dollar as being sufficient to pay the said interest 
and to create the said equal yearly sinking fund for 
the payment.of the said debt is 36-10 mills ; 

Therefore, the Mayor and Council of the Mauni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton, in council 
assembled, enacts as follows : 

1. This By-law is to take ‘effect on the first day of 
June, 1296. 

2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality ‘are 
hereby authorized to issue debentures of the Muni- 
cipality to the aggregate amount of 350,000.00, pay- 
able within twenty years from the day of the date 
on which this by-law takes effect, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable half 
yearly ; such debentures to be payable at the office 
o? the Treasurer of the Municipality of the Town of 
Edmonton, and to have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of interest. 

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal 
vearly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment 
of the principal sum of $50,000.00, a special rate of 
36-10 mills on the dollar, over and above 
all other rates and taxes, shall be levied 
in the same manner and at the same times as the 
general Municipal taxes, upon the whole ratcable 
property in the Municipalitv,in each year for the 

riod of twenty years, during which the said de- 

entures shall be current. - 

4, The said debentures, when so issued as afore- 
said, shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the 
Municipality, and the same, or the proceeds 
thereof, shall be by him delivered to the 
Edmonton District Railway Company, only after the 
passing of, and accordirg to the provisions of a by- 
law to be hereafter passed by the Municipal Council 
in that behalf, confirming an agreement to be made 
hereafter between the Municipal Council on behalf 
of the Mudicipality, and the Edmonter District 
Railway Company. 

5. Tuesday, the 26th day of May, 1896, hctween 
the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and fire 
o'clock in the afterncon, at the office of the Towa 
Clerk, Edreonton, is hereby fixed as the day, place 
and hour for taking the votes <f the electors for 
and against this by-law. 

6. Arthur G. Randall is hereby’T appointed 
Returning Officer and St. George Jeliett, Deputy 
Returning Officer to take the votes at the said time 
and place. 

7. Tuesday, the 26th day of May, 1893, at the 
hour of six o’clock in the afternoon, at the office of 
the Town Clerk, Edmenton, is hereby fixed as the 
time and place when and where the Keturving 
Officer willsum up the number of votes given for 
and sgainst this by-law.

IN THE WEST. 


Referring to the prospects of the 
liberal party in Canada the Globe sums 
up the position in the West as 
follows : 

appears to be beyond question that 
tho liberal candidates in Manitoba, the 
Northwest Territories and British Col- 
umbia will receive a generous s:ipport 
from the people of that country, who 
have been so long misrepresented by a 
gang of timeserving politicians who 
have feared to make the wants of the 
country known Jest the government 
would be embarrassed. A member 
who really represented the west would 
never have tired in his efforts to secure 
every just consideration for his con- 
stituents, nor would he have lest the 
opportunities that a place in parliament 
give him of inviting public attention to 
the great possibilities of the prairie 
wheat and grazing areas and of. the 
mineral and timber resources of British 
Columbia. It was an interesting sight 
last session to see Hon. Joseph Martin 
standing up in parliament and present 
ing to the cdnsideration of the govern- 
ment local grievances from British 
Columbia whick the half dozen repre- 
sentatives of that province had neglect- 
ed or refused to bring forward. Long 
years of governmental neglect, the 
perpetuation of a fiscal policy unsuited 
to the conditions of the country and 
the attempt te impose separate schools 
upon an unwilling province have com- 
bined to arouse the people of the west 
to a full sense of their opportunities 
and responsibilities. The members of 
the Manitoba government will take an 
active part in the campaign in Mani- 
toba and the Territories, and i; may be 
taken for granted that they will give a 
good account of themselves. The re- 
ception tendered Mr. Martin upon his 
return from Ottawa to Winnipeg on 
Saturday night was more than a testi- 
monial to that gentleman; It wasa 
demonstration of confidence in the 
liberal party. The differences between 
the liberals and the patrons of the west, 
which, if allowed to continue thrcugh- 
out the campaign, might have defeated 
the aims of both, are being adjutsed, 
and the opponents of the government 
will face the common foe with the 
strength born of union. In some of 
the western ridings where a_consider- 
able* period of time bas elapsed since 
the nominations the liberal candidates 
have called new conventions in order 
to secure a re-endorsation in view of 
altered political conditions. These 
meetings have been most enthusiastic. 
This was particularly the case in 
Western Assiniboia, where Mr. A. 
Hitchcock is the liberal candidate. Mr. 
Davin’s course in opposing the remedial 
bill,then voting for it and then pretend- 
ing to oppose it, presents him in a 
most ridiculous light before his con- 
stituents. They are accustomed to his 
pozitical vagaries, but it is doubtful if 
they can tolezate him any longer. Mr. 
Laurici’s election in Saskatchewan is 
assured, and the same may be said of 
Mr. Oliver in North Alberta. In 
eastern Assiniboia, where the conser- 
vatives refused a renomination to their 
representative, Mr. McDonald, the 
liberals and patrons have united on a 
strong candidate, Mr. J. M. Douglas, of 
Moosomin. 

Since the above appeared 7 A. 
Grant has been selected by the con- 
vention as liberai candidate for Western 
Assiniboia instead of A. H. Hitchcock, 
and the conservatives of Eastern As- 
siniboia have selected Mr. McDonald.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


A zumber of telegrams were produc 
ed at .the trial of the reformers -at 
Pretoria implicating Cecil Rhodes and 
others, and a cable from London to the 
Free Press of May 2nd says: The Cape 
Town “Cryptogram,” as yesterday’s 
Transvaal revelation is now termed 
here, is producing an increasing sensa- 
tion, coupled with deep humilation. 
Cecil Rhodes, who, by the publication 
of the Pretoria teleyrams exchanged be- 
tween various people just previous to 
the invasion of the Transvaal by Dr. 
Jameson and his filibusters, is so clear- 
iy shown tohave been the head and 
front of the conspiracy, was not only 
premier of Cape colony, at the time 
but also a member of the privy council. 
As the matter stands, Rhodes and other 
officers of the British Chartered South 
Africa Company, are liable to be arrest- 
ed, and if possible, the charter of the 
company will be revoked. It is said 
the secretary of state for the colonies, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, got an inkling 
of the affair when Rhodes was in Eng- 
land recently, and that the sudden de- 


parture of the ex- premier of Cape 
Colony for South Africa, at the time 


Dr. Jameson was expected to reach this | 


country, was quite unknown to Mr... 


Chamberlain. Indecd, it is asserted, 


the latter did not know Rhedes had 


any idea of leaving England until he was 
on the high seas on board the German 
steamship, otherwise “the N apoleon of 
South Africa,” might have been com- 
pelled to await the arrival of Dr. Jame- 
zon and the investigation which follow- 
ed. Mr. Chamberlain has instructed 
Sir Robert Martin, who is now in com- 
mand of the forces of the British South 
Africa company, to provide that neither 
he nor any Officer or troopers in the em- 
ply of the company, can in future hold 
shares in any South Africa venture.

THE WAR IN CUBA. 


A cable from Cuba to Key West, 
Florida, states: Advices received here 
state that a notable victory has been 
won by insurgents commanded by 
General Calixto Garcia in the province 
of Santiago de Cuba. General Garcia’s 
forces fell upon the Spanish column 
commanded by General Munoz and al- 
most annihilated them. The battle 
occurred near Sanga on the banks of 
the river Cauto. General Garcia was 
moving west with 1,500 men, intending 
to cross the river. Munoz was at 
Manzanillo and ordereeé gunboats to 
proceed up the river to co-operate. 
Garcia heard of Munoz’s movements 
and effected a junction with the columns 
of Rabbi and Rodinghavst, thereby 
increasing ‘the forees at his command 
nearly 3,500 mea. Garcia stationed 


men near Zanja, when the Spanish | 


column under Munoz appeared, struck 


front and flank, doubling it up on the ! 


river. The Spanish were taken by sur- 
priseand many rushed intothe river and 
were drowned. The fire of the insur- 
gents also did great execution. When 
the annihilation of Mnnoz’s column 
seemed certain, gunboats appeared and 
saved the remnants. Over 300 of 
Munoz’s men were killed by insurgent 
buliets or drowned, and about 4(i0 
wounded. ‘fhe Spaniards retreated 
down the river to Manazanillo, where 
they were protected by the gunboats. 
The insurgent loss is small. General 
Garcia then crossed the Cauto and is 
now proceeding west.

MARTIN FOR WINNIPEG. 


In accepting the nomination for 
the city of Winnipeg the Hon. J. Mar- 
tin said there was nothing at the 
present time of which he felt prouder 
than ofthe fact that they had a great 
leader at their head. There was no 
member of parliament but was com- 
pletely satisfied with the manner in 
which Hon. Mr. Laurier conducted the 
affairs of the Liberal perty; he was 
admitied by old politicians to be the 
most competent leader the party ever 
had. When that party came to select 
a leader they paid no attention to ques- 
tions of religion and race. Mr. Laurier 
was a Roman Catholic and a French- 
man; he was selected, not because he 
was such, but because he was consider- 
ed the most competent man, To-day 
he might be the strongest man in the 
province of Gjuebec if he would bow 
the knee to the church authorities: but 
he declmed to do so. With every 
respect to the church to which le be- 
longed, he recoguized tire fact chat he 
was the head ef a great party and. that 
party sought to place him at the head 
of the Canadicu people. He must for- 
get that bh. is a Catholic, that he is a 
Frercuman, and remember that he is 
a trustee of the great principles which 
lie at the foundation of the great party 
which !:e represents. He (Mr. Martin) 
hai been charged with hostility to the 


| Roman Catholic faith and to the French 


people, but he had always protested 
that his action in abolishing the official 
use of the French janguage, and in sup- 
perting the national school bill was not 
in any way dictated by any aversion to 
the Roman Catholic faith, or to the 
French language or French people ; and 
he was very glad to show this in a prac- 
tical way by serving under a leader who 
combined the two.

An article in the Times on the late 
Shah calls to mind that at the begin- 
ning of his reign, he put to death by 
thousands the members of the Babi 
sect, whose crusade against the cor- 
ruption of the public and private man- 
ners in Persia was so popular as to"be- 
come a menace tothe government. 
The chief apprehensions that now arise, 
says the Times, “are lest the new 
Shah’s eldest brother, Zil-Es-Sultan, 
should attempt to dispute the aecession. 
(The late Shah is succeeded by his 
second son and not the eldest son.) 
Zil-Es-Sultan is governor of Ispahan, 
and for a long time was the virtual 
ruler of Southern Persia, till the late 
Shah, in 1890, - greatly reduced his 
power and disbanded his regiments. 

It is stated that D’Alton McCarthy has 
consented to become the anti-remedialiat 
candidate for Brandon, Mr. Daly’s con- 


stituency. W. A. Macdonald is spoken of

It is proposed to invite the members of 

the British Association for the advancement 
of science to visit Manitoba in 1897 when 
the annual congress will be held in Toron- 
to. 
” A Melbourne, Australia, despatch states 
that during the first fortnight of this year 
under the reviewed tariff, the customs re- 
ceipts were £138,416, or £50,000 above the 
estimate, and that amount is, therefore set 
off against the £65,000 decrease for the six 
months ended 3lst December last. 

A Cable from Lisbon of April 27th, says: 
In the chamber of peers to-day the minister 
of foreign affairs, Senor Luis De Several, an- 
nounced that the Portugese government had 
given the sanction to England’s transport- 
ing arms end ammunition or the railroad 
from Beira, Portuguese East Africa, to the 
frontier of Rhodesia. 

It is reported that Lord Dunraven has 
disposed of his interest in the yacht Valky- 
rie III to Harry McCalmont, one of the 
syndicate which built her. When William 
K. Vanderbilt was in the Mediterranean 
recently on the Valiant, it is said he met 
McCalmont and agreéd to race the Defender 
against Valkyrie III in a series of races this 
season. 

A dispatch frora Cape Town to the Daily 
Telegraph, says: ‘‘The latest news from 
Matabeleand is very encouraging. The 
Dutch ard English there are fighting side 
by side and the former are taking a leading 
part, owing to their knowledge of the native 
methods of warfare.” This indicates that 
the former refusal of the Burghers to joir: 
the English, owing to the refusal of the 
latter to allow them to form a separate com- 
mander, their own commandant has beea 
reconsidered, and that the whites are all 
fighting together. The Daily Telegraph 
dispatch farther says: ‘‘ At the opening of 
the Cape parliament, the speech of Sir 
Hercules Robinson, governor, dweit upon 
the lamenteble results of the Jameson 
raid.” 

A London cable of April 28th says: First 
lord of the treasury, A. J. Balfour, in reply 
to Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt, liberal leader 
in the house of commens, said arrangements 
for conditions of arbitration with respect to 
Venezuela and other questions, were matters 
which Great Britain and the U. 8. had in 
view during the recent negotiations. Mr. 
Balfour added that the latest communicat- 
ion from the U. 8. arrived on Friday last 
and was now under consideration. Continu- 
ing the first lord of the treasury said the 
government would deal with both the gen- 
eral question of arbitration, also with the 
special question connected with Venezuela, 
and it was confidently hoped by patience 
and tact on both sides, a peaceful and satis- 
factory solution of the matters would be at- 
tained. 

The Province ssys: The desire to reach 
Alaska since the rush for the gold fields 
commencea has had the effect of starting 
many men northward with absolutely no 
idea of the hardships and dangers which 
they would encounter, says a San Francisco 
dispatch. Alaska’s mining region is about 
the roughest place in the world. Supplies 
are extremeiy scarce and extravagantly 
high. The mines are difficult to reach and 
the diggiug season is short and treacherous. 
Only those expeditions which have been 
thoroughly organized and perfectly equip- 
ped have thus far succeeded. The latest 
scheme is that of thirty San Franciscans 
calling. themselves the Emma aud Louisa 
Gold minirg company, who have purehased 
« schooner and set sail for Cook Inlet. Here 
the crafé will be safely anchored and will 
be the home of the miners. 

A cabie from Washington tothe Free 
Press says: The secretary of state has re- 
ceived a despateh from the United States 
ambassador at Berlin, in which ha says that 
on April 4, 1896, a new treaty of commerce 
and navigation between Germany and Japan 


was signed by the German secretary of state | 


for foreign offairs and the Japanese minister, 
the text of which has not been made public. 
It is reported, however, that Japan granted 
material reductions in duties upon certain 
manufactured articles imported from Ger- 
many, while Germany grants to Japan 
merely the treatment accorded ‘‘ most fayor- 
ed nations.” It is also stated that certai. 
provisions have been made which enabl« 
Germany ‘to hold real estate in Japan witi: 
greater permanency and security. The 
treaty is to go into effect as soon as rated. 
A convention is also said to have been made 
in regard to patents and trade marks, and 
another on the subject of consular jurisdic- 
tion, similar to other conventions recently 
taade by Japan which are exvected to go in- 
to effect in 1899,

Carthyite and liberal candidate in the fall, 
says he will not run for the Commons again, 
being unable to afford to neglect his bus- 
iness.

North Essex is well supplied with candi- 
dates for parliament. Wm. McGregor is 
the liberal standard-bearer, D. W. Mason 
is an independent, D. B. Odeite is the con- 
servative nominee, O. Reaume the patron 
candidate, and A. McNeil the independence 
partv man. 


The first consignment ol ballot boxes to 
be used in the election has been sent west 
from Ottawa. The Territories will vote by 
ballot for the first time. Altogether about 
7,500 boxes are required to receive the vote 
of the Dominion. About 2,000 new ones 
have been purchased. 

At a recent liberal meeting in Gleichen 
officers and committees were elected and 
resolutions adopted endorsing the policy of 
the Hon. W. Laurier, and the liberal party, 
and endorsing the candidature of Frank 
Oliver for Alberta. The greatest enthuiasm 
prevailed throughout. 

The national policy rvas going to make 
everyone rich; yet there are to-day no less 
than 450 empty stores in Toronto, several 
tall chimneys smokeless and hundreds of 
tenantless houses to be detected. Toronto, 
however, is not the only city in which such 
a condition of affairs is to be found. 

H. F. McDougall, who was Sir Charles 
Tupper’s colleague for Cape Breton in par- 
liament, has been appointed commissioner 
of customs, Ottawa; Mr. A. McKay, ex-M. 
P. for Hamilton, has been appointed inspect- 
or of customs at Hamilton, and Mr. Boyle, 
ex-M. P. (Monck), collector of customs at 
Niagara Falls, subject to his Excellency’s 
approval.
